A Proclamation for reuocation of ſundrie her Maieſties ſubiectes remayning 


beyond the ſeas under colour of fludie, and yet ling contrarie tothe Lawes of God 


and of the Kealme. And alſo againſt the reteyningof Ieſuites and Maſſing Prieſtes, 
ſowers of ſedition and other treaſonable attempts. 


He Queenes molt excellent Maieſtie, being giuen to vnderſtand that certaine Col⸗ 
ledges and Societies, vnder the name of Seminaries, haue beene ok late peeres 
erected by the Biſhop of Rome, al wel in that citie of Rome, as in the dominions of 
other Pꝛinces, elpectally foꝛ the Subiects of her kingdomes, # domintons, with 
X intent and purpoſe to traine and nouriſh them vp, in falſe and erronious doctrine : 
by which meancs, diuers of her good and fatithfull Subiects haue bene thereby 
peruerted, not onely in matters of Keligion, but alſo dꝛawen from the acknow⸗ 
_— ledgement of their naturali dueties vnto her highnes, as their Prince à ſoueraigne, 
. S and hauc bene made inſtruments in ſome wicked pꝛactiſes tending to the diſquict 
of this Realme and other her Maieſtics dominions, yea, to the mouing of rebellion within their naturall countrics: 
hath thought it very expcdicnt,as a thing apperteining chietely to a Chziſtian Pꝛince, to haue aſpcctall care, to ſee her 
Subiects trained vp in the true and Chriſtian Religion, grounded merely vpon the woꝛd of God, X not vpon mens 
fancies and vaine traditions, to ble all meanes ot pꝛeuention that may tend to the remedie hereofk. Wherefore her 
Maicſtte doth ſtraitely charge z commande all ſuch her Subiccts as haue their childꝛen, wardes, kinſfolkes, oꝛ any 
other ouer whome they haue eſpecial charge, oꝛ to whom they do contribute to their maintenance a reliefe, remaining 
in the partes beyond the Seas, to giue within ten dayes after the publiſhing of this pꝛelent Pꝛoclamation, not one⸗ 
ly vnto the Oꝛdinary, the names of ſuch their childꝛen, Wardes, oꝛ kinſfolkes, oꝛ ſuch other to whom they hauc giuen 
any ayde foꝛ their charges, as ſhalbe beyonde the Scas at the time ok the publication hercok, without her Maieſties 
eſpeciall licence remaining in foꝛce and not expired: but {hall alſo pꝛocure the returne of their ſaid childꝛen and other 
perſons afozeſaide, within the ſpace of foure moneths after notice giuen by the ſayde Pꝛoclamation. wherein her 
Highnes further pleaſure is that the laid parents and other perſons afozcſaid, ſhall immediatly vpon the returne ok 
their ſaid childꝛen, and other pcrſons befoꝛelaid, giue notice vnto the Biſhop oz Oꝛdinarie thereof, Ind in calc the 
ſaid childꝛen ⁊ other perſons afoꝛeſaid, ſhal not vpon knowledge of this her Highnes pleaſure, giuen by their ſaid pa⸗ 
rents and other perſons afoꝛelſaid, returne within the time pꝛekixed, that then it ſbal not be la wfull fo any of the ſaid 
parents and other perſons afoꝛeſaid, to peeld them any contribution oz reliefe, either directly oꝛ indirectly, neither pet 
ſhalbe pꝛiuie, oꝛ conccale the contribution of any other, without diſcloſing the ſame to the laid Biſhop o2 Oꝛdinarie, 
bpon paine of her Highnes diſplealure, and ſuch further puniſhment, as foꝛ their contempt therein map iuſtly be laide 
bpon them, after knowledge in this ſoꝛt giuen to them. And moꝛcouer, her Highnes further pleaſure and comman⸗ 
dement is, that it ſhall not be law full, after the ſaid daies expired, foꝛ any marchant oꝛ other what ſocuer, by way of cr- 
change oz other wile, to exchange, conuey oꝛ deliuer, oꝛ pꝛocure any money oz other relicke whatſocucr, to oꝛ fox the 
maintenance oꝛ expence ot any pcrſon oꝛ perſons beyond the ſeas, which by the intent and meaning of this pꝛocla⸗ 
mation are pꝛohibited to haue oz recciue any relieke 02 maintenance out ofany her Maieſties dominions, vpon paine 
of her Highnes diſpleaſure, and ſuch further puniſhment, as may be impoſed on the offendoꝛs in that behalfe fox ſuch 
their contempt and offence. And that hereafter vpon paine afozeſaid,it ſhall not be lawfull foꝛ any perſon oꝛ perſons 
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of any degree 02 qualitie whatſoeuer, to depart out of this Realme without her Highnes eſpeciall licence. Allo her 
Maieſtie being further giuen to vnderſtand that there are diuers of her Subiects that haue bene trained vp in the 
ſaid Colledges and Seminaries beyond the Seas, whereof ſome ok the.a carie the name of Jeſuites vnder the co⸗ 
loꝛ of a holy name, to deceiue æ abuſe the ſimpler ſoꝛt.⁊æ are lately repaired into this Realme by eſpecial direction from 
the Pope and his delegates, with intent not onely to tcoꝛrupt and peruert her good and louing Subiects, in matter 
bf conſcience ⁊ Keligion: but alſo to dꝛaw them from their loyaltic x ductie of obedience, a to pꝛouoke them, fo much 
as ſhall lie in them, to attempt ſomewhat to the diſturbance of the preſent quiet, that thꝛough the goodnes of almigh⸗ 


tie God, and her Maieſties pꝛouident gouernement, this Realmehath theſe many yeres enioyed. Her Highnes there⸗ 


foꝛe foꝛeleeing the great milchiefe that may enſuc by ſuch wicked inſtruments, wherok experience hath bene ouerlate⸗ 
ly ſeenc iu the Realme of Jreland, doth therkoꝛe notifie vnto her Subiects, that if any of them oz any other, within her 
Highnes dominions, immediatly after the publiſhing of this pzeſent pꝛoclamation, do receiue, maintaine, ſuccour, oꝛ 
rclicue any Jeſuites, Semiuzarie men, Maſſing pꝛieſts, oz other perſons afoꝛeſaid, come, oz which ſhalbe come, oꝛ ſent 
into this Realme, oz any other her dominions, oz ſhal not diſcouer the receiuing, and harboꝛing of the ſaid perſons, 
92 any ſuch vagarant perlons as may iuſtly be ſuſpected, to be of luch qualitie and cuil condition, as alſo (in caſe they 
ſhal remaine with them at the time of the ſaid publication oz afterwards ) ſbal not buing them before the next Juſtice 
to be by him committed to the common Gaolc, oꝛ befoze other publique officer, to the end they may be in like ſoꝛt com⸗ 
mittcd, and foꝛth comming to be examined, and to receiue ſuch puniſhment as by her Highnes ſhalbe thought meete 
accoꝛding to their delertes: that then they ſhall be reputed as maintciners x abbettours ofſuch rebellious and ſediti⸗ 
ous perſons, and receiue fo2 the lame their contempt, ſuch ſeuerc puniſhment, as by the lawes of the Realme and her 
Highnes Pꝛincelp authoꝛitie may be inflicted vpon them. And ik any other her Highnes Subiects ſhall at any time 
certain ely know any ſuch perſons repaired into this Realme foꝛ the purpoſc aboue named, and thercos giue know- 
ledge to any of her Maieſties Officers oz miniſters, whereby either they may oꝛ ſhalbe taken and appꝛehended by the 
ſaid Officers: that then the ſaid Inkoꝛmer oz Utterer, ſhal haue her Highnes reward fox euery ſuch perſon by him oꝛ 
them diſcloſed x appꝛehended as in maner aboue ſaid, ſuch ſumme of money, as ſbalbe an honozable due reward for 
Co good ſeruice, beſides her Maieſties moſt heartie thanks foꝛ the diſcharge of their duetie in that behalfe. 
Pꝛouided neuertheleſſe, and her Highnes pleaſure and meaning is; that it ſhal and may be lawkull to and foz ſuch 


as ſhall be factoꝛs oz agents fo any lawfull Marchants, in their trades of marchandize in any the partes beyond 


the Seas, and foꝛ Mariners in their neceſfary voyages, to paſſe and remaine beyond the ſeas, without incurring 
any maner ok contempt, fo long as they ſbalbe imployed about ſuch their voyages, and marchandizing, and not 
other wiſe. Giuen at her Maieſties Pallacc of Weſtminſter the tenth day of Januaric, the xxiii. pere of her 
Maieſtieg moſt noble raigne.
